region: —

Sunken Lake, in Sec, 22, T, 53, K. I, ¢ E,
is a remarkable exampls of the effect of sub-
torranean erosion. have before described
the lake in full. Soffice it to say that the
North Branch of Thunder Bay River disap-
ram eutirely in time of low water banenth a
edge of Hamilton limestone. But ix time of
high water, the mouth of the subterranean
charnel will not admit the raised volume ef
water, and after filling the basin of a little
like, which is nearly a wmile in length, it
passes overland throngh the chennel repre.
sented as its bed on the meps. Daring balf
the year, however, this chaunel is oune day |
south of the luke.

During a recent trip up the Lake Huron [
shore, north of Thunder Bay, it was one of |
my objects to examine the reported outlet of
this river into Lake Huron, On the south
side, and near the heand of tha deap, orooked
buyon, tributary to Little Thuander Bay on
the north, is a remarksbly deep hole in the
o herwise shallow bed of the bay. The en-
trance of this long arm of Little Thunder
Bny is disguised by a long, low island which
hangs across it, Any one in coasting wounld
be apt to miss it, as I did at first, unless he
followed carefully the same indentures of the
coast, Having entered the bhayon, I directed
my man to follow the right bank, or north
gide, and to return on the sonth side. Having
entercd the bay, we began to coast ontward
slong the south shore. We had left the head
of the bayou, perhaps 150 rods, when there |
was & sudden increase in the depth of the |
water. 'I'he weeds which had covered the
bottom entirely disappeared within a space
no more than the length of the boat, and the
water was as black a3 at any place in the
open lake,

The motion the boat had attained earried
ns over the chasm, and my pocket ther-
mometer told us the temperature of the water
was 67 deg. Fabrenhoit. As that was the
seme ns the temperature of the shoal water of
the bayou, observed a few minutes before,
I was disappointed, for I had expeoted to de-
tect the presence of river water, if it were
the outlet of Sunken Lake, by the difference
of temperature between the lake water and
that of the water rising from the opening.
T'ushing the boat astern, we followed the rim
of the basin around towards the right, and
fouud the descent very sbrupt in all places.
ibe sboul water -was filled with weeds, which
are comwmon in inland lakes and slow and
flowing streams, and they were seen to cover
the brink and follow down the steep side as
far us the eye conld distinguish. ‘When the
boat renched the east side of the opening, the
weeds were seen to rapidly diminish, and they
soon entirely disappeared. The brink here
was very steep, almost perpendicular, and
consisted of sand, with a considerable number
of fractured shells,

Our bout stopped upon the brink at this
place, and upon proceeding to make another
observation on the temperature of the water,
what was onr surprise to find that we were
slowly drifting away {rom the opening. It
was finther observed that we were in motion
against tLe breeze which was passing up the
bayou. 1 was again surprised to find that the
tewperetuve of the water was 635 degrees
Fubrenbeit. This observation was made per-
baps ten [cot to the east of the opening, and
as we were drifting, sllowing the boat to
continue in motion, the tempera ure at thirty
feet from the opening was €5 degrees Fahren-
heit. 'Ihe depth of the water at the place of |
these lnst observations was not more than
eighteen or twenty inches, and the bottom
was one of clean sand with frequent shells
common on tke lake beach near the mouth of
rivers, but no weeds. Returning to the
opening and following the line of shoal
water io the same direction, we found that
the weeds soon beeaine as abundant as on the
otber side of the current. The current
ceased suon after we passed the most east-
ward or likeward side,

The opening is six or eight rods across,
and pem iy cireular, and is nearest the south
side of the bayou, about twelve rods from |
the shore. . As one passes over the brink and
loses sight of the weeds as they descend so
quickly down the subaqueousbrink, a feeling
of terror comes over the beholder, as if he
was ubout to be precipitated into an awfal
¢hesm, Fisbermen report that a lead has
been lowered 300 feet into its opening with-
ont a bottom. I suppose the temperature of
the water over the opening is higher than
tbat of the current just east, because of the
influx of the heated bayon water, and that
the real river water is found just over the
#andy part of the brink, and a little further
cnst. It was not until I left the place that 1
remembered that the temperature of the
Thunder Bay river at Alpena, at two differ-
ent observations,- was 55 deg. Fahrenheit,
In winfer this is always free from ice, and
ducks frequent the place, I have no doubt
bt this is the real ountlet of the north branch
of Thunder Bay river, which disappears in
the bed of Sunken lake,

A SIOUX SUN DANCE.

Hlow Unr Hed Hrethren Amuse Themsclves

A correspondent of the 8t. Louis Republi.
can, writing from Fort Laramie, says of the
Sioux sun dance;—7This festive performance,
as practiced among the Sioux, is regarded by
the whites with feelings of horror, and few
bave the nerve to become spectators of the

cruelties which are undergone by the
delnded wvictims, Tt is a sort of religious
dance, in which the young braves test

their fortitude and stodcism in resisting pain
without wincing. A young officer who wit-
pessed the sun dance a few days since
at the sgency, seven miles above Fort Sully,
on the Missouri river, gives the following ac-
count; —The Indians manifested considerable |
upﬁooa.ilion to having the whites present.™
When several officers belonging to the 17th
United States Infantry came up, Red Leif
leaped over a breastwork of logs and ordered
the troops away. After parleying with the
chief some time the soldiers fell back and

took a position which was not objectionable
' to the Indians, but whence they would obtain
only & par view of the performances,

There was a large lodge built in shape of an
amphithestre, with & pole in the centre. The
sides and roof were covered with willows,
forwing a tolerable screen, but not so as to
obstruct entirely the view. The perform.-
ances were corvmenced with chants and

incantations. Five young men wers
Lrought in and partially ltl’ipﬁd, thair
mothers being present aud assisting in the

out the flesh., The young man's dance
was accompanied by a chant by those who
wore standing round, assisted by the thump-
The
yvoung brave who was undergoing this self-
torture finally sncceeded in tearing himself
loose, and the r relaxed from its sndden
tightness and fell back towards the centre
pole with a plece of the flesh to which it was
tied, The victim, who up to this point did
pot move a muselt of his face, fell down on
the ground, exhansted from the pain which
homan weakness could no further conceal., A
gquaw then rushed in and bore the young
brave away. He had undergone the terrible
ordenl, and amid the congratnlations of the
old men wonld La complimented ns a war-
rior of undoubted pluck and acknowledged
prowess.

Another of the young men, named Charles,
was cut in two places under each shonlder
blade, the flesh was raised with pincers, and
thongs tied aronnd the flesh and mnscles
thus raised. The thongs reached down below
the knees, and were tied to buffalo skulls,
With these heavy weights dangling at the
ends of the thongs, the young man
wias required to dance around the
circle, to the sound of the dranm and
chants of the bystanders, until the skulls
lecame detached by tearing ount the
flesh. They continned the perform-
ance until one of tke skulls broke loose,
but the other remained. The mother of the
young man then rushed into the ring, lead-
ing a pony, and tied one end of the lariat
which was around the pony's neck to the
skull, which was still fastened to the youn
man. The Iatter then followed the pony rmmﬁ
the ring until, nearly exhausted, he fell on
his face, and the skull was thereby torn out
of the flesh. The sufferer’s voice grew husky
from joining in the chaut; he grovelled on
the ground in violent contortions for afew
minutes, and was then removed to the out-
gide of the lodge.

A third man had the lariat of the pony
bitched to the raised musecle of his back, and
was dragged in this way several times round
the ring, but the force not being sufficient to
tear Joose from the flesh, the pony was
backed up, and, a slack being thus taken on
the lariat, the pony was urged swiftly for-
ward, and the sudden jerk tore the lariat ont
of the flesh., My informant having seen
enough of these horrid performances to satisly
his curiosity, left with his companions, ‘‘with-
out waiting to see the dance through.” The

dance, with its bloody orgies, lasted threa |
